THE CONTROVERSY REGARDING CIVIL HOSPITAL AFFAIRS 
MANILA 


will remembered that after the International Congress Lon- 
don printed the JouRNAL paper sent Miss Dock, which had 
been contributed the Congress Miss McCalmont, superintendent 
the Civil Hospital, Manila. Immediately after the appearance this 
paper began receive letters protest for having practically given 
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our endorsement her work its publication. Because what 
seemed tone personal animosity the part the writers these 
letters refused publish them our pages, but the dissatisfaction 
with the management the Civil Hospital nursing affairs seemed too 
wide-spread ignored and, were unable this distance 
judge fairly the justice the complaints, placed Miss Delano’s 
hands such evidence possessed both sides the case, requesting 
her endeavor during her stay the Philippines get the rights 
the situation. 

Miss Delano, course, made this inquiry her personal capacity 
and president the Associated which the the 
official organ.

Before leaving for the Philippines early last summer, was asked 
the editor the JouRNAL, various nursing organizations, and individuals who 
had, spite themselves, been drawn into the most unfortunate discussion 
concerning the Civil Hospital, Manila, ascertain possible the true facts 
the case, and present them return. 

investigation, begun, believe, Miss McCalmont’s 
was progress when arrived Manila. number nurses and least 
one newspaper claimed have proof serious injustices, for which Miss 
was responsible, and hinted even graver charges. 
much personal feeling and bitterness entered into the accusations that 
seemed impossible form opinion. Before the investigation was well 
under way the Governor General returned and, declaring the investigation 
irregular, published statement exonerating Miss McCalmont. 

quote the following from the Manila Times for August 13, 1910: 


After examination all matters pertaining the hospital investigation, 
the Governor-General has found that the appointment board conduct 
the investigation was irregular; that the matter was one which was purely 
administrative, there being matters which could not properly looked 
into the officials the Government; and that conditions calling for 
investigation have wholly ceased exist. There evidence that anybody 
now the service has been guilty any illegal improper acts. 

“There doubt whatever but that under the previous management 
the hospital the care government property and supplies was lax and 
there was greater consumption than the conditions justified, and that change 
the method accounting for property 

“Miss McCalmont was asked this work the instance the 
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director health and the secretary the interior, and against her own 
expressed wishes and request, since reform this sort was necessarily 
unpopular and sure arouse hostility and bitter feeling. 

“Having demurred and having been requested continue this work, 
she has done great personal sacrifice and spite poor health and 
many very unpleasant criticisms. this work Miss McCalmont has brought 
high order intelligence and training and marked ability, together with 
single-minded desire work for the good the service; and the Governor- 
General has directed the secretary the interior extend Miss McCalmont 
the thanks the government for the excellent work she has done.” 

This leaves small opportunity for discussion, and certainly nothing can 
gained reviewing charges and counter-charges which, say the least, 
are discredit our profession. would seem that wrong has not been 
altogether one side. That there has been ground for complaint among the 
nurses concerning their treatment Miss McCalmont would seem quite 
true that she undertook the most unpleasant, though necessary task, 
reorganizing the nursing service the hospital. 

may injustice assume that Miss McCalmont 
for changes salaries made the Civil Service Board, and perhaps was 
her misfortune only that the salaries newly-appointed nurses were decreased 
about the same time that the salary the superintendent was increased. Nor 
would one wish assume that was Miss suggestion that 
the course training for Filipino nurses was reduced from four years 
two and half years. These and questions involving the economic policies 
the hospital are subjects concerning which outsider would hesitate 
express opinion, but one cannot help questioning the ethical standards 
woman who publishes portions examinations effort discredit the 
ability nurse who had received civil service appointment. This is, feel 
sure, contrary the rules the Civil Service Commission, and unless Miss 
McCalmont was member the Board Examiners, one wonders how she 
gained access confidential papers, and member the Board Examiners, 
she certainly had right make such improper use knowledge gained. 

There seems have been misunderstanding and dissatisfaction among 
some the nurses regard accrued leave and reimbursement travelling 
expenses, but the rules governing the Civil Service the Philippine Islands 
are most explicit, and the legal right employees definitely stated. 

must assumed that any nurse has just cause for complaint, and 
takes the proper action, the matter could easily adjusted. 

While Manila had the pleasure visiting the new General Hospital, 
and found most attractive building, well planned and well equipped. 
The service there should prove most attractive our very best nurses, who 
would find splendid opportunities for work connection with the training 
Filipino nurses. 

closing may say that one glad give Miss credit for 
sound ideas concerning hospital administration, even while regretting that the 
carrying out these measures was the cost much discomfort and 
discontent among the women whose well being was her hands.

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QUESTION DUTY 


our November number made mention the co-operation be- 
tween the State Medical Society Indiana and the State Nurses’ Associa- 
tion along the lines education and prevention the campaign against 
preventable blindness, and the work securing school inspection. 
have learned with great satisfaction that the Pennsylvania State 
Medical Association has called upon the State Nurses’ Association for 
co-operation educational measures regard cancer, shown 
Miss Giberson’s article this paper. report the meeting for 
the Prevention Infant Mortality, which crowded out for want 
space, mention made several places the importance the nurse’s 
place preventive work. ‘This all encouraging and only the begin- 
ning what may hope see effected. 

There question, however, still unanswered, which know comes 
frequently the minds thinking women; and that is, what the 
nurse when, the care private patient, the physician, either 
through lack knowledge carelessness, fails use the precautions 
which she has been educated believe are absolutely essential for the 
welfare the patient? ‘This is, course, exceedingly delicate matter 
touch upon. Even the most advanced reformers the medical pro- 
fession will not admit that the nurse has any responsibility the patient 
under the care physician, whether reputable not, but that she 
must sit back and see the child become hopelessly blind, the health 
woman ruined for all time and, because the standard ethics estab- 
lished the medical profession, remain silent. she were not so, 
are told good medical authority, she would not able earn her 
living. The idea is, are told, that the education the public regard 
venereal prophylaxis must collective rather than individual; 
nurses are become valuable allies this propaganda, and the same 
time they must absolutely silent unless they are directed the phys- 
ician attending the case. 

This puts the nursing profession most trying position, and 
would seem almost better that the great rank and file should remain unin- 
structed than teach them the prophylaxis blindness, tuberculosis, 
all the various forms venereal disease, and then seal their lips 
code ethics which protects the doctor rather than the patient whose 
employment they are. 

Even without special education, the publicity which being given 
meetings, such that Infant Mortality, the Society for 
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Moral Prophylaxis, and articles popular magazines, will serve 
enlighten intelligent women. 

One authority suggests that where nurse sees neglect she should 
speak the physician (who, know, would not thank her), and 
that the probabilities are that the restrictions the medical secret will 
relaxed the presence venereal disease the family, but that 
will require time change the tradition. physician cannot tell his 
patient that she has been infected her husband, nor can tell the 
mother blind child that was blinded infection communicated 
the father. 

Such opinions make seem that the present duty of-the nurse this 
campaign not actively serve but silence stand and wait.” 


ANSWERS EXAMINATION QUESTIONS 


stated several months letter has been sent the secre- 
taries all the boards examiners for state registration, asking 
that the questions and what were considered the best 
answers should sent the for publication, the request for 
such answers has been almost continuous since state registration went into 
force. Only few the boards have been heard from yet, two 
the states having had registration the longest have refused comply 
with the request. The Indiana Board has submitted set questions 
obstetrics, with the answers, found another page. The examiner 
does not state that she considers this perfect set answers, but the 
best those returned. 

Those who expect see the answers examination questions new 
and brilliant suggestions from the teaching academic stand-point will 
doubtless disappointed, but those who have made the request will, 
think, pleased. These are nurses who graduated years ago, who 
feel themselves out touch with modern methods, and these the 
information will boon, for practical, yet date regard 
aseptic methods and modes prevention complications. 

believe that the occasional publication just such material 
this will form excellent course home instruction for the nurse who 
begins feel herself out date but who cannot manage for time 
take further hospital training. 


CIVIL SERVICE EXAMINATION FOR NURSING POSITIONS 


January 18, 1911, civil service examination will held fifty- 
one states, and several cities each state, for the position trained 
nurse the Isthmian Canal, Philippine, and Indian services. The usual 
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entrance salaries paid the Indian service are $600 $750 per annum, 
and quarters; the entrance salary for the Philippine service $50 
month for the first six months, when the salary increased $60 
month, adequate laundry allowance made addition board and 
quarters. Gradual promotion $85 may made. the Isthmian 
Canal service the entrance salary for female nurses $60 month, with 
board, quarters, and laundry, with opportunity for promotion $75. 
For male nurses the Isthmian Canal service, the entrance salary $90 
month, with quarters, but without subsistence laundry, with oppor- 
tunity promotion $105. The examination will consist the fol- 
lowing subjects: anatomy and physiology, hygiene the sick-room, 
general nursing, surgical nursing, obstetrical nursing (for women only), 
experience nursing. Applicants should between twenty and forty 
years age and must have graduated from schools giving least two 
years’ residence hospital. All daily papers give notice these 
examinations the localities where they are held, but those wish- 
ing further information should write for it, and for the application forms, 
the United States Civil Service Commission, Washington, C., not 
this office. 
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RELATION THE NURSE THE HEALTH THE 


Health Officer, Rochester, 


1785, John Howard, English philanthropist, undertook 
visit the principal lazarettos and hospitals Europe, and from 
actual acquaintance with the horrors and filth then prevailing 
those institutions, wrote book describing his sojourn them. 
describes one hospital, which may serve composite them all: 
“The pavement neat marble stone squares. The ceiling 
lofty, but being wood, now turned black. The windows being small 
and the walls hung round with dusty pictures, this noble hall makes 
but gloomy appearance. All the patients lie singly (in 
pitals they lie two bed). One ward for patients dangerously 
sick dying; another for patients the middle rank life, and 
the third for the lower and poorer sort patients. this last 
ward, which the largest, there were four rows beds. the 
others only two. were all dirty and offensive create 
the necessity perfuming them, and observed that the physician 
going his rounds was obliged keep his handkerchief his face.” 

The hospital for years, prior the introduction organized 
nursing, was many cases, shown Howard and others, close, 
dark, foul institution, where patients frequently lay two bed and 
where, amid scenes suffering almost impossible for imagine, 
they led existence from which death was their only relief. was 
the labors Howard and such women Mrs. Fry that had 
much with bringing about such reforms little light, little 
air, and little cleanliness introduced into the foul pest-holes that 
frequently served the hospitals the early part the last 
century. 

The fearful carnage incident war the Crimea was, however, 
the determining factor causing orderly attempt the first 
organization nursing for the care sick and wounded 
soldiers. Organized nursing then had its birth the year-long siege 


Read the ninth annual meeting the New York State Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation, October, 1910. 
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the Crimea, where either side unknown thousands men were 
killed and wounded, and where the wounded were badly cared for 
that commission was demanded England for the investigation 
the conduct military hospitals; and finally there was secured 
for the purpose organizing nursing force Florence Nightingale, 
the pioneer the trained nursing movement the world. All 
this happened before the general use and the days 
when gun-shot wound the joint meant amputation, when long 
silk ligatures fastened arteries held back the life stream, and, bathed 
laudable pus, hung through gaping wounds till they separated. 
Lint and tow absorbed the copious, stinking secretions. had 
not yet been born. 

Thus, modern organized nursing, conceived and born amid such 
scenes and struggles, was essentially the nursing the sick. When 
grew and found its way from the battle-field and military hospital 
the civil hospital still remained the nursing the sick. 
sure its duties then consisted largely nursing fevers, consumption, 
typhoid, and pneumonia; but its aim was still toward the surgical 
side, and though removed from the glamor war, its devotees still 
looked forward promotion the operating room and amputations, 
bone and joint operations, laparotomies, and trephinings. All the train- 
ing the nurse has been care for the sick, and she has, therefore, 
become sick nurse, because all the training her teachers has been 
care for the sick. 

But when the principles nursing introduced Florence Night- 
ingale were transferred from the military hospital the Crimea 
the civil hospital St. Thomas London, she felt that nursing, 
whether field camp, military civil hospital, should have 
higher and nobler aim than that nursing the sick; for one 
thing for sick nurse heal the sick, nurse the wounded hero 
back life and strength, and then, the war over, carry her 
work the medical and surgical wards the general civil hos- 
pitals. But there was goal for the nurse higher than that 
reached nursing the sick, being sick nurse, and that, Florence 
Nightingale put it, was health nurse. 

The sick nurse can nurse the poor the hospitals, dispensaries, 
visiting nurse attached some philanthropy sending its emis- 
saries the sufferer outside the hospital wards; but the health nurse 
has, have, larger sphere operation when society fully 
appreciates her, when our political institutions make demand for 
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her services, and when the nursing forces the state, education 
and training, fit themselves for the call the newer duties health 
nurse: for the nurse the future become more and more 
teacher the well, and less and less nurse the sick. Demands 
are already being made for her work the newer philanthropy, where 
she teach people how live—how well. 

Not only from the schools does this call come for the teacher 
nurse, but comes from those philanthropic and municipal organiza- 
tions all ready enlist her services neighborly and friendly visitor 
the new hygiene which the new philanthropy endeavoring 
teach—the art keeping people well. For has least been seen 
the few not the many, that old nursing like old medicine, 
and like old hygiene and sanitation, must change its methods work; 
not altogether because the larger sympathy and humanitarianism 
the twentieth century, but because has been found that 
cheaper prevent sickness than permit occur and then 
have take care it. 

The wage earner and father with pneumonia, the wife and mother 
with consumption, the syphilitic and men and women, the 
adolescents with typhoid, and the little children with scarlet fever, 
diphtheria, measles, and whooping-cough, the babies with intestinal 
diseases, who are badly fed bad food—all these, through sickness 
and death, become economic burdens which society longer intends 
bear; not altogether because society feels sorry, but because 
has been found that cheaper prevent sickness than 
nurse it. 

Deploring the needless expense war, the cartoonist represents 
the European peasant bearing soldier his back his contribu- 
tion the national war chest. Might not the maker pictures 
to-day with equal freedom represent the American tax-payer each 
loaded down with the weight whole family sick with preventable 
disease 

our population 85,000,000, eighteen every thousand die 
which means that lose each year death 1,530,000, and these 
deaths per cent., 642,600, are preventable postponable, and 
each preventable postponable death valued only $1700, the 
annual loss deaths from preventable and postponable causes amounts 
$1,092,420,000. Add this money loss, suffering, orphanage, 
widowhood, loss earning power, would not the cartoonist justified 
drawing his picture?

What have been doing remedy these conditions? have 
been giving medicine, performing operations, looking wise and talking 
about the filth theory disease, incorporating into our laws state- 
ments about the dangers sewer gas and the necessity for traps, 
establishing useless quarantines, and blindly distributing disinfectants 
—and nursing the sick. have been spending millions dollars 
establish and conduct hospitals and schools train men and women, 
who, earn living, must perforce wait for people become sick. 
even pray that the orphaned may cared for, the naked clothed, 
the hungry fed, and the sick healed, and while are waiting for 
the sick come hear the modern protests against old medicine, 
faith cure, Christian Science, osteopathy, all crying aloud and gain- 
ing converts, while wait and cling the old faith and fight disease 
the old way. 

We, to-day, are engaged fighting diseases, planning cam- 
paigns against tuberculosis, that forget there warfare 
waged for health, and that the chief fight that the 
common military phrase,—is fought for the child. one 
yet has made organized effort secure the child its birthright 
health. sure have medical school inspection and school 
nurses, and some slight attempt has been made medically inspect 
the child, when the tender age fourteen, with its unformed body 
and half-hardened bones, asks benign government for permission 
work, but that unfilled gap between birth and its fifth sixth 
year, when usually enters school, has been totally unprovided for 


under our system government. 

Who teaches the mother who bears the child how care the 
child? the child little sick, undernourished, slightly 
anemic, has little consumption little rickets, nobody pays any 
attention because nobody’s business. the child well 
child, nobody attempts keep well because nobody’s business. 
But the child has spine twisted out shape like that Smiling 
Joe,” has very badly crooked legs, has rickets, pneumonia, 
diphtheria, scarlet fever, even becomes sick from dirty milk 
with which the municipal authorities permit poisoned, 
hospital opens its doors and physicians and nurses take it, 
nurse it. The child order cared for must sick. must 
teach him how stay well. But why did the child become sick? 
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Nobody knows, because nobody’s business, and course nobody 
knows why became sick. 

One day will somebody’s business learn who made the 
man the woman sick, and why the little child should carry all its 
days the marks the city that made sick, for the city that 
makes men, women, and children sick. The city with its laws that

WARDS AND DISPENSARY THE HOSPITAL, 
FROM THE STAND-POINT THE NURSE

all subjects with which the charity worker has deal, hospital 
charity one the most important. When stop consider the 
large proportion cases which come for relief, which sickness 
the chief and determining cause distress, and many 
more, the contributing cause, can readily see its importance. Then 
again, when consider how much sickness traced the 
ignorance the masses, the simplest rules hygiene proper 
preparation and cooking food, see how incomplete the hospital 
work is, being only curative, without the social helper’s part, which 
educational and preventive. ‘There gap that only the social 
worker can fill the hospital. between the good intention 
the hospital and its fulfilment. 

Through the social workers (on hand daily the dispensary) the 
hospital should obtain for its patients the full benefit any resources, 
moral, educational, and financial, which the community affords. Often, 
too, relieving the hospital patients and giving their 
places the sicker ones, the visiting nurse interviews each patient 
admitted the wards, learn whether necessary advisable 
refer the patient his destitute family some charitable organization. 
This has proved successful. 

The conviction the part the physicians that medicines are 
for some patients the least the treatment necessary. Probably what 
two-thirds our charity patients need some material relief, some 
reorganization their lives, some radical improvement their 
home surroundings the conditions under which they work, and with- 
out these, medicine and treatment are rather farcical. There are some 
who should abandon certain habits that they may recover from their 
maladies; others whose homes are unsanitary; many nervous patients, 
who live environment which first made them nervous, and now 
makes them daily more so. vast number cases there the 
worry the heartache which the physical disorders are only super- 
ficial symptoms. for all these cases that the social workers are 
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especially valuable, and, may imagined, the one who makes the 
examination and diagnosis this social trouble, needs thorough 
training that specialty truly does the physician surgeon. 

What becomes the family the patient who enters the hospital 
This inquiry may sound unnecessary, and the most ready reply may 
be: has the hospital with the patient’s 
there more sick man than his sickness? May not leave 
wife and family dependent and helpless 

This misfortune strikes hardest that class which able earn 
living” but which wholly unprepared meet abnormal 
conditions that follow attack sickness. will not turn 
relief organizations. ought most carefully watched, for 
addition the feeling embarrassment there 
the extreme danger that the family this class will sink below the 
border-line its own and drop into the destitute class, and thus 
become continuous burden upon the community. some eases 
small weekly contribution, temporary care the children, all 
that needed from the social helpers. 

Are doing enough for our patients while they remain the 
hospital? When person sick home receives many little 
attentions which are entirely lacking the hospital. The doctors and 
nurses are widely separated from their patients difference race, 
religion, language, and custom, and even this were not so, they 
could not afford the time. New York organization does 
other work but distribute books the different charity wards the 
hospitals. both England and America kindergarten instruction 
children’s wards has been successful. most institutions there 
chapel, true, but hospital that treats acute diseases mainly, 
chapel small advantage; for patients who are bed cannot 
attend services, and those who are out bed home. The form 
religion that goes the bedside, that restores confidence and courage, 
that awakens hope and determination, the kind that most valuable. 

The problem caring for the sick after discharge has been con- 
sidered hospitals certain degree. they may 
say, “where everything provided, easy clean and airy, 
orderly and godly, but look our one room, with sick person 
and appliances.” the social worker steps in; here 
the family she meets them their own ground. She shows them 
their own home how they can help this convalescent 
how clean and orderly; how they can call official, sanitary help, 
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make their poor one room more healthy; how they can improvise 
appliances; how their home need not broken up. Teaching with- 
out seeming teach the ideal teaching.” drinking father, 
the driven, dawdling, dirty mother come also under her influence. These 
people are ashamed let her see themselves and their room again 
such state. Their improvement becomes contagious their neigh- 
bors. 

The spirit society organization depends the spirit the 
individuals who compose it. The good institution depends upon 
every individual connected with and nurses must join 
doing all their power assist these social workers, who are doing 
such great work for their patients, both hastening their recovery 
and preventing relapses after their return home. 

large percentage patients discharged from the hospital are 
referred the dispensary for further treatment dressing. But 
while the convalescent comes and goes from week week, lives 
his old home, amid the want and uncleanliness that render him doubly 
susceptible, his weakened condition and low resistive 
impossible tell the number days that the unclean home, poor 
food, foul air, and irritating and depressing family affairs retard full 
recovery. But certain that were they replaced sanitary sur- 
roundings, proper and nourishing food, pure country air, and pleasant 
companionship, the chances for recovery would vastly increased. 

Then there the matter employment. should the duty 
the hospital report the proper authorities each patient who 
unable pursue his work account his late illness. Some 
patients should helped regain their old positions find new 
ones suited their weakened condition; some should sent the 
country recuperate; others sent friends, institutions suited 
their different needs. the social helpers follow and advise 
the patients after their discharge from the hospital. 

many the large hospitals this country there has been added 
social service department. patients are sent from other 
consultation for further treatment, just they 
might sent any one the other departments the dispensary. 
The department has separate staff workers, chief with volunteer 
assistants. receives its patients, studies their cases, and keeps the 
records same much the same way does the medical, 
skin, other departments. 


Even among doctors there are not many who know just where 
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apply for grocery orders, coal, ice, sewing machine, trained 
nurse, daily supply good milk for the baby, for the pro- 
tection neglected child, and yet, organizations provide for 
these exist. 

Many think that this work should taught the hospital, and 
the students should receive practical instruction, for one cannot advise 
wisely unless knows the poor with first-hand knowledge, under- 
stands their problems, their difficulties, and their temptations. Medical 
students are later, practitioners, centres charity work. significant 
part this the fact that will give students and doctors 
opportunity learn through practical demonstration the value 
sociological knowledge the field medicine. 


THE NURSING OPHTHALMIA

The cause this disease and its clinical picture are too well 
known into detail concerning them here. 

There are several things, all equal importance, considered 
the nursing cases this sort: first, the prevention infection 
the nurse, then the prevention infection the family and the 
general public, the protection the patient’s other eye only one 
involved, and the economic feature speedy recovery 
possible. 

far have been able ascertain, the average duration 
ophthalmia, under treatment, has been from ten days 
two weeks. 

over fifty cases treated during the past summer the infirmary, 
far the greater number have been off treatment the fifth day, 
which has its economic value individual well institution. 
also lessens the drain upon the patient’s vitality, which some- 
times considerable. 
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touch briefly upon each point: first prevent infection 
herself the nurse must have her solutions for her hands ready before 
commencing treatment. bowls large enough hold several pints 
water each should provided, one plain water with medium 
stiff brush and the other containing solution lysol the ordinary 
strength for hand solutions. nails are trimmed straight across 
and close possible for comfort. After touching the patient the 
hands are scrubbed first the lysol and rinsed the plain water. 
The solutions need not changed until cold. 

Secondly prevent infection any member the family the 
general public, the patient should isolated possible. 
the case nursing baby, where ordered the doctor, per- 
fectly safe put modified milk for the four five days necessary 
for cure, and have the mother pump her breasts regularly keep 
the supply. the end the period isolation nursing may 
recommenced with trouble. 

All dressing should put vessel with tight cover and 
burned the nurse herself convenient intervals, and the bed and 
personal linen the patient should first have the silver taken 
out with weak corrosive solution and then boiled before going 
into the general laundry. The patient’s other eye not infected 
may may not sealed with collodion seal, changed once 
twenty-four hours for the sake observation. left un- 
sealed the patient must kept turned the opposite side prevent 
any secretion from running across into it. the case infant 
this the best method, but older children and adults should have 
the seal. 

Concerning treatment directly, here nowhere else each case 
law unto itself. The sooner can commenced after positive 
diagnosis has been made the better, and once begun the eye 
kept free from pus even has irrigated every five six 
minutes. hours this sort work, rule, finds 
the discharge less profuse, and you can commence lengthen the 
intervals between treatments. 

giving irrigation the nurse stands the head the bed 
the side opposite the eye flushed; possible have the light 
from above, especially night. With one hand she supports the head 
and holds pledget cotton catch discharges, using the index finger 
and thumb separate the lids, which should done very gently 
and without making any pressure the globe. pledget cotton 
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saturated per cent. boric held the free hand and the stream 
fluid directed along the conjunctival sac rather than against the 
globe. 

Any pus that adheres the conjunctiva may gently wiped 
with the wet cotton, care being used not touch the cornea and not 
leave any shreds cotton the eye. half hour drop 
per cent. solution argyrol used after irrigating. 

Before beginning treatment any case, well put drop 
per cent. fluorescine and allow remain for one-half minute. 
the end that time the eye flushed with boric and there 
even the tiniest break the cornea will show greenish tinge over 
the denuded area. When the cornea stains, even greater care must 
used handling, prevent possible anv further involvement, 
these superficial abrasions may clear nicely under proper treatment 
and rapid destruction carelessly handled. 

there corneal involvement, however slight, ointment con- 
taining per cent. atropine usually ordered. sulph. gr. 
petrolati favorite prescription. The ointment spreads evenly 
over the cornea and heals and protects it, only very small amount 
used one time, and usually applied pulling down the lower 
lid and sliding off the end toothpick. 

the first few hours there apt grave danger from 
chemosis, the swollen lids press upon the cornea and shut off its 
nutrition. Compresses are sometimes ordered, either hot iced 
both alternation, and should the thinnest old linen one can 
procure order minimize weight. 

method that far superior the compresses, however, 
use oxide applied freely the inflamed area and along 
the edges the lids prevent their sticking together. last 
one the most important points the nursing this disease, 
for the lids are allowed become glued together the pus prevented 
from escaping between whiles and dammed back, increasing pressure 
and being forced into the deeper tissues and accessory ducts, thus 
prolonging treatment. some cases the lids are painted daily with 
per cent. solution Agno,, one drop the per 
cent. solution protargol used once twice day conjunction 
with the other treatment. This dangerous ground, however, and 
never done except under the supervision the attending physician. 
rarely ordered unless the lids are soft, apt increase 
the chemosis. 
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the end the fourth fifth day, the discharge has ceased 
entirely and several negative slides have been obtained, the patient 
put upon some astringent wash smooth the roughened conjunctiva. 
Zine sulph. gr. boric acid gr. xx, and distilled water 
frequently used three four times day. 

the end twenty-four forty-eight hours there has been 
sign secretion, the patient may with safety discharged. This 
treatment practical for adults well for infants, not forgetting 
the importance general nursing every case. With infants the 
hands are kept pinned the side until all discharge has ceased. 
oil rub, night and morning, when the arms are rubbed and exercised, 
great value. 

cases that not clear immediately and where artificial 
feeding continued for number weeks, point special 
value not inerease the strength the formula too rapidly, 
the digestion rule not equal that child under normal 
conditions. 

impossible during the stage very much toward 
eliminating light and handling, but soon possible the child should 
allowed longer intervals rest. All eyes that have marked corneal 
involvement prolapse belong the surgeon, and their nursing 
requires separate paper.

Society the State Pennsylvania, the following statement occurred, 
State Medical Society has appointed committee stimulate 
the study cancer, with the idea showing many people 
possible the early warning signs, and the danger delaying treatment.”

Read the annual meeting the Pennsylvania State Nurses’ Association, 
October 20, 1910. 
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address was delivered Dr. McGlinn, before small meeting the 
nurses’ society Harrisburg. this time was appointed prepare 
paper read before this annual meeting the subject outlined 
the Committee Cancer. 

During the nurse’s course hospital, she sees practically nothing 
the early stages cancer. Most the cases are well advanced, 
and present themselves for operation. Moreover, she has idea 
the difference between malignant and non-malignant cases. her, 
merely hospital patient with ready-made tumor which the surgeon 
going remove. 

The purpose this paper merely present few facts which 
might help the nurse aid convincing relatives and friends 
the necessity early consultation with physician, for her 
lot hear first, and very often only incidentally, certain complaints 
which should suggest her mind the possibility malignancy, and, 
hence, medical attention. this manner that she can 
great service. 

For the fulfilment this purpose, nurse should familiar with 
certain symptoms conditions, which should always regarded 
danger signals. 

The frequency cancer the appalling, and yet how 
few cases this there are that have presented themselves primarily 
physician. woman will often speak her friends nurse 
small lump which has appeared her breast, long before she 
speaks her physician her How many more cures 
cancer there would she could persuaded immediately 
physician for diagnosis before has progressed retraction 
the nipple the axillary glands. you remember 
other fact concerning cancer than this single instance small lumps 
appearing the breast, you might least partially responsible for 
many cures. 

The appearance any part the body slight erosion the 
skin, which shows little inclination heal, should always excite 
suspicion. How often that people with these conditions will try 
all the remedies their own drug closets, and will then consult their 
neighbors, spend additional weeks trying the ointments and pastes 
sold them the corner druggist. this time that the 
nurse can, either directly indirectly, advise patient the pos- 
sibility procrastination proving very dangerous. this connection 
she should always the alert observe, and not slow give 
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proper advice concerning such things warts, moles, etc., which show 
disposition more less chronically inflamed. 

Concerning the early recognition dangerous manifestations, much 
might said, especially members the medical profession, but 
purpose mention only few the most common these, 
those signs which prove most often eventually cancer, and con- 
cluding this phase paper will mention only one more 
these symptoms. 

occurs now and then, and especially women past the meno- 
pause, that, upon slight exertion, such alighting from trolley car 
coming down hard the feet unexpectedly, the linen stained 
either with blood bloody, watery fluid, or, again, may 
slight hemorrhage provoked which regarded wrongly return 
the menstrual function. are many things which might 
besides cancer, but unlikely that menstrual return, and 
consequently the condition should correctly diagnosed soon 
the symptom presents itself. 

wish state here that should bear mind that not all 
tumors are cancers, and that cancer not the only malignant tumor. 
Certain types sarcoma are quite malignant, and while they often 
involve the soft parts, they are far more frequent primarily 
bone than cancer. Therefore, any tumor which the nurse sees hears 
about before comes under the observation physician should 
receive serious consideration her, and the patient advised ac- 
cordingly. 

Again, there are many cancers, and especially skin cancers, which, 
seen early and prompt treatment administered, will cured, never 
recur. 

many these cases, and especially where has involved the 
mouth tongue primarily, the time element most important, since 
often happens that from the earliest appearance until the fatal 
outcome, the period time which elapses has been more than five 
six months. 

Many times, after the most modern treatment has been instituted, 
and always when has not been taken advantage of, the case ultimately 
assumes the incurable type, and here the pathos the situation 
almost unparalleled. this connection that wish conclude 
with few simple statements fact. 

First, generally concluded now that cancer not trans- 
missible disease. state this because the fear many nurses and 
attendants contracting the disease while caring for it. 
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Second, ordinarily which have opened become erosive 
are not especially prone infection, and for this reason often little 
care taken dress them aseptically. not desirable, since 
occasionally happens that erysipelas other infection creates 
disagreeable sequel. 

Third, cancerous conditions, when bone pains are complained 
of, the humerus, femur, ribs, great care should exercised 
because the danger fracture. has recently been experience 
see case autopsy where there was spontaneous fracture both 
femurs and several ribs, because bone involvement. 

Fourth, statistics show the recent census, that cancer showed 
much greater proportionate increase the number deaths than 
tuberculosis, rising from 33,465 37,562 for 1909. The death-rate 
increased from 74.3 77, the latter being the highest death- 
rate from cancer recorded for registration area the United States. 
the state Pennsylvania the death-rate per 
was, 1900, 41.5, and increased 62.8 1907. 

view the fact that this matter vigilance has been brought 
before the Medical Society the State Pennsylvania, 
think that should take all the more seriously, and that 
should esteem this solicitation our aid.

The early the modern school seemed intellectual 
giants they stood the operating table, and their side across 
the table, only second the surgeon importance, was the ever- 
present trained nurse. Who there record the part played 
the trained nurse the great struggle put abdominal surgery upon 
sound footing? those days there were many obstacles over- 
come that for the surgeon alone they must have been insurmountable. 
Every detail was important, and the lack knowledge imposed many 
tedious tasks. Sea sponges were cleansed, instruments were 
elaborately cleaned, and each patient with the early forms drainage 
required the constant attention faithful trained nurse. The 
importance the trained nurse this period development has not 
remembered. 

look back some father’s early cases, must admire 
the work the nurse. His first laparotomy, one the first 
southern Indiana, developed pneumonia. the case was very 
septic drainage case, the people were ready rise this murderous 
innovation, and death the patient meant ruin the surgeon. 
Alternating shifts for sleep, nurse and surgeon held the patient like 
babe for days and nights keep her from coughing out the 
stitches. patient recovered, and modern had foot- 
hold that community. 

Valuable was the nurse the beginning modern 
her part not less important to-day. Not stitch taken 
operation but dependent upon the honesty, skill, and thoroughness 
the trained nurse. The patients have opened their hearts you, 
but the surgeon has opened the patients’ abdomens you. 
responsible for this patient’s life? You the surgery nurse, only 
sponge nurse water changer, are equally responsible. Too often 
when the patient recovers, all the praise given the surgeon. The 
patient knows nothing what occurred the operating room and 
that the vigilance the trained nurse prevented any death carrying 
slip. 

Though much has been accomplished the past the trained 
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nurse, still greater advances are made the future. Nursing 
profession and perfection has not been reached. After nine years 
member the teaching staff different schools, more than 
ever favor education for nurses and higher One 
the precepts laid down the illustrious mother nursing was that 
the nurse should know how things and the reasons why. have 
yet see the nurse who too well educated, but alas! meet the 
other kind often; educated,’ mean taught the subjects per- 
taining nursing. 

Indiana overrun with so-called nurses, many whom have 
never been training school all only for incomplete course. 
The people not know the difference between the untrained nurse 
and the competent nurse such you who compose the membership 
this association. called operate the home 
distance from hospital. Usually told not bring 
nurse, that one has already been engaged. Upon arriving find, 
dismay, one who has been hospital three months and has been 
dismissed, one who graduate correspondence school. Her 
knowledge usually consists wearing the cap and gown and looking 
like trained nurse. She has intrenched herself before arrive and 
must treat her with deference. Her desire show her skill, to- 
gether with unfamiliarity with asepsis, makes her dangerous. sick 
patient requiring laparotomy and ignorant nurse make about all 
one man can handle. happens often that have been com- 
pelled develop technic, for operating outside hospitals, which 
eliminates the nurse from the operating circle. 

This condition calls for more stringent registration laws and their 
enforcement. The untrained nurse just unfit for every other 
case she dangerous assist operation for extra-uterine 
pregnancy. people cannot understand these matters; action must 
originate with you who are technically informed. 

course the law supply and demand always operative, and 
accounts certain extent for abuses. are often con- 
ducted with one-half the proper number nurses. The nurses are 
also farmed out private duty give the hospitals revenue. They 
are thus robbed time that should devoted teaching. 
must have educational standard training schools. Who ever heard 
nurse being dismissed from Indiana training school for in- 
competent class work? her training, professional pride should 
instilled, and the feature the hired servant should eliminated 
from her view the work. The attendance the state association 
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meetings should much larger than is. The AMERICAN JOURNAL 
should the hands every nurse. these changes are 
brought about, respect for the trained nurse will increase and the public 
will protected. 

Why should expected take expensive post-graduate courses 
before doing first operation and then have for 
assistant nurse whose education was finished her graduation? 
Better post-graduate facilities are needed, but also need nurses 
with the ambition take advantage the facilities now command. 
What would you think raw recent graduate from medical school 
were constant demand because had just graduated? Physicians 
often prefer the new graduate nurse because the older graduate has 
not kept with the times. 

unfortunate that there iron-clad wage scale for nurses, 
for many you deserve more than the maximum. Were there higher 
stations with greater remuneration, there would more incentive for 
ambitious work.

One the greatest menaces the women this country the 
prevalence uterine cancer. Gynecologists are making losing fight 
against this terrible disease. the Indiana University 
School Medicine have seen five cases within many months, 
all far advanced make cure impossible. Statistics 
registration show that one out eleven all women die cancer, 
and that after reaching the age thirty-five the mortality increases 
The majority these are cases cancer the womb. 

The reason for this condition readily apparent. Probably one 
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half the cases uterine cancer could cured treated early 
enough. Women must taught the necessity early examination 
and operation. woman contracts slight laryngitis and coughs 
few times she rushes physician have her lungs examined. 
If, however, she develops new vaginal discharge after the change 
life, she carefully hides the fact perhaps for months, and when 
the physician called because some painful complication from 
extension the cancerous process. Oh, could only teach the 
thousands women Indiana that new and irregular vaginal 
discharge to-day calls for skilled examination to-morrow, how many 
lives might saved and what suffering prevented 

peculiarly your province assist carrying this cam- 
paign education; its importance can hardly overestimated. Hope 
for these poor victims lies the earliest possible discovery the 
cancer, for the beginning local and completely removed 
will cured. insidious its action, for the time when 
curative operation possible there little pain, only slight 
discharge. Even the earliest stage the operative removal must 
extensive, and too often the patient attributes the 
desire operate selfish motives and keeps her cancer until too late. 

Cancer the womb not, formerly believed, exclusively 
disease old age. Recently have seen three cases women all 
under thirty years age. Let repeat that any 
age past twenty-five calls for examination, with cancer 
cause. The vaginal discharge soon becomes slightly 
Blood, however, does not appear some cases until the cancer 
considerably advanced. hope that this association will sometime see 
fit take the subject the uterus, and assist such 
campaign have against tuberculosis. 

Now that have chided you for not taking post-graduate courses, 
for allowing incompetent nurses embarrass 
operating, have asked you raise your entrance requirements train- 
ing schools well class-room standards, and have imposed upon 
you the task educating women regarding uterine cancer, desire 
say that opinion competent, honest, first-class trained nurse 
about near angel any need ever expect see this 
world.

THE somewhat recent death Lady with the Lamp” has 
sent popular interest back again the wars the seventies, down 
south Europe, and that connection particular interest attaches 
what still seen Plevna Battle-field. 

Plevna village, to-day, just about small was the time 
the memorable encounter. 

The train deposits you Plevna Station 5.07 the evening. 
Stations the Levant are always far from the city proper, order 
that rascally soldiers not thrust settlement between times. 
you engage fiacre hack, and drive across the softly rolling country, 
peaceful for its grazing herds, the site the terrible battle. Some- 
how you keep thinking book you once read anent Gravelotte 
Witnessed and and again Byron’s description the field 
Waterloo goes singing through your head. 

Far beyond you see large new building, the exterior white 
plastering, hospital penitentiary, you don’t know 
wise there are only the fields round about, rolling away quiet grass- 
land. Here and there you make out old breastwork, this 
covered with grass. The soft country road serpentines will, with 
thistle, mullein, and dandelion edge it. water-mill 
one point, and ox-carts rest beside it. Then you sink back far into 
your hack, white-lined all are, recall school histories the battle. 

The make way for these fiacres, which take stranger 
and baggage the hotel fixed printed tariff, though one sup- 
posed give the driver slight fee addition. These peasant 
carts have open sides, the slats there revealing the base, with the straw 
which the peasants take seat, they drive their two oxen. Picturesque 
fellows these peasants are, wearing round caps brown, shirt and 
trousers match, and wide red girdle. Sometimes there are gypsies 
here the battle-fields, you meet rough man wearing Bosniac 
turban and brown coat trimmed black, who drives some very white 
cows. Mighty herds white oxen times choke these roads, and 
then you are Plevna. 

greets one town red roofs and white-coated, one-story 
houses. Here and there two-story house. That one yonder belongs 
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your driver, the red shirt and brown trousers. tells 
it, lashes the horses up, for drivers Bulgaria continue thrashing 
their steeds order keep them gallop. 

shadoof well-sweep one yard, bread-seller the road- 
side are features the environs. 

Plevna proper there the market, the building, Rustchuk, 
room each side, and before that portico, whose earthen floor 
the goods are exposed. Round the market there broad open place, 
with bison carts galore. Then come other houses, one story and 
long rows, that the roofs slope whole out toward the street. 
Small houses they are, and just seen behind row young 
locusts. 

The place reminds one the poorer quarter Belgrade, the 
more for its little stores. These carry cheap line wares. They 
have broad wooden shutters windows and doors, the door always 
the centre front and dwelling-window each side. Usually the 
wares hang down from bar, out against the sidewalk from the top 
the door, else there display the goods set flat against the 
wall the shop, here outside. All stores handling the same sort 
wares are grouped together. One notices what quantities rope 
are sold. 

The whole town, before long, resolves itself into one very long main 
street, with occasional lane bending off and back this. 

Then you are the better section the city. Several houses 
here are two-story, with shop the first. There sight-seeing, 
such, the city, and question when Americans were here 
before. the one main street the idlers eye curiously. 

Cheaper wares still are here sale; peasant woman, her breast 
decorated with red cording, pricing these she walks. Some shops 
here sell quantities hand distaffs. Wagons drawn bison likewise 
pass where circus tent just put up. You pass the large white 
marble pedestal with statue, which serves monument the battle. 
Near hand, grouped among the low stores wood, the town hall 
and old tomb-shaped mosque with dome. Cannon stand out beyond, 
and then you are your inn, Hotel Europa. 

Here all Bulgar hotels, one reaches his room way 
outside steps leading the second story. There the hotelier shows 
one what chambers may have. Then, later one comes down way 
inner stair-way. 

There just one room left this night. This contains three beds. 
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The room has glass door looking into the apartment the young 
daughter the house, but what it? They give the two men 
guests anyhow. 

The people down here speak Bulgar and few them can talk 
French. The daughter, however, chats German. They take 
English, and here, Tirnova, they furnish soap luxury for 
Balkan inn), and there are bedroom slippers well. Then, where 
the bed stands against the wall, there tapestry for paper. Otherwise 
the wall bare. The room has balcony, whence one looks out 
the street, and then old mosque. 

The hotel, however, does not detain one. Instead, you are out 
pedestrian tour Plevna very shortly. Men, wearing broad red 
girdles and brown black caps wool, are everywhere. One notices 
their sandals and how the leg wrapped about with string, covered 
with beading. You remark the quantities flies hereabouts, and you 
fall discussing how the room the inn comes but forty cents 
for the two you,—twenty cents apiece that the best hotel 
the town. Then you glance into the shops, and note how many 
pistols are sold here, and also how the large, translucent lumps 
rock-salt are vended for cattle. Barbers hang out tin plate with 
notch the edge, fit the sign. Next door, school books 
are paper covers,—and souvenir post-cards are side 
line. Fancy cards alone are the stock trade, since there 
call for views the city, owing there being touristry and local 
folk preferring the colored cards. 

There splendid memorial chapel being built Russia here 
the memory her victims the battle. This much like some 
large Greek church marble, but without doors windows except 
the front the east side. odd structure indeed, and will 
the finest thing the town. 

Just across there low creek, and beyond that, the shrubs run 
rampant. large, two-story public building confronts there, well. 

the stores, between, American lead-pencils are sold. Shop- 
keepers stand outside watching steam-roller smoothing the entire 
main street. beyond are the gardens,—neat little places, surrounded 
walls hung with quinces. 

primitive place, this Plevna. Change has scarce yet come 
the Outside are the pastures the battle-fields, with monu- 
ments here and there. And they, too, remain much they were 
the time the battle.

meeting the Central Committee the American Red Cross 
held Monday, December 1910, the following resolution was adopted 

Resolved, That each state territorial nurses’ association organized 
for the enrolment Red Cross nurses admitted membership the 
American Red Cross with the right send delegate the annual 
meeting.” 

accordance with the above resolution the following state nurses’ 
associations were formally admitted membership the American Red 
Cross: California, District Columbia, Georgia, Indiana, Iowa, 
Louisiana, Maryland, Massachusetts, Michigan, Missouri, Nebraska, New 
Jersey, New York, North Carolina, Ohio, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Tennes- 
see, West Virginia, Wisconsin. 

The annual meeting the Red Cross Tuesday, December 1910, 
was most interesting and even one familiar with the work the extent 
Red Cross activities, outlined the annual report, was distinct 
surprise. 

The Red Cross this country fast taking its place the organ 
relief time disaster, and may justly feel proud what has accom- 
plished during the past year. 

account the Red Cross meeting has been promised the 
delegate from New York will confine this report more especially 
the activities the committees Red Cross Nursing Service. The im- 
portance with which this work considered shown the official report 
Surgeon-General George Torney, chairman the War Relief 
Board, which was read the annual meeting and from which quote 
the following: 

“Probably the most important accomplishment the War Relief 
Board during the year has been the organization two departments, 
the First Aid Department and the Nursing Department. was realized 
that the importance these two classes work had become great 
and demanded such close supervision that was essential that two de- 
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partments created. wisdom this decision has been proved 
the outcome. The work the First Aid Department and the Nursing 
Department will described their respective chairmen. feel, how- 
ever, that can allude the importance the work these departments 
with more grace than can these chairmen.” 

also take the liberty quoting the following reference our work 
from paper read the annual meeting Mrs. Anna Laws, secretary 
the Cincinnati Red Cross Chapter: 

comparing the various lines helpfulness outlined the policy 
the Red Cross perhaps two factors stand out more prominently 
meeting the greatest need the greatest number than the ones designated 
the Aid’ and ‘Nursing’ Departments. The Red Cross has 
now its National Committee Nursing Service, appointed the War 
Relief Board, and placing the responsibility the selection nurses 
upon well-established nursing organizations the various states, the 
title, American Red Cross Nurse,’ will soon, has been said, carry 
with prestige not lightly regarded.” 

Besides members the national committee was most gratifying 
have with delegates from New York, Ohio, and Illinois, well 
from the District Columbia. Various state and local committees pre- 
sented reports which showed very general interest Red Cross work 
and earnest desire co-operate. 

regret that lack space prevents the giving these reports 
full, but may mention that Miss Eldredge, chairman the state 
committee, reports the formation nine local committees, and the enrol- 
ment nurses already begun; Miss Moselle Richie, chairman the 
California state committee, reports local committees three counties 
and hopes for several more the near future; Miss Robinson, chairman 
the Chicago local committee, reports that: Much individual work 
has been done several members the committee, and something has 
also been accomplished through the various associations. Papers have 
been read before the nurses the ‘Round Table’ and several alumne 
associations. The work has also been presented briefer form and 
reports the superintendents’ associations, and the executive commit- 
tee the state association. The report closes with the following 
paragraph:

and worthy representation time war sudden emergencies, and 
surely behooves all help with simple, and yet essential, 
safeguarding our professional integrity.’

Mrs. Hartridge, chairman the Georgia state committee, reports 
that, addition the work already completed, effort being made 
form local committees Savannah and Atlanta. 

Miss secretary the North Carolina state committee, 
reports recent meeting perfect plans for the organization local 
committees her state. 

Miss Emma Nichols, member the national committee and 
the Massachusetts state committee, who had hoped until the last moment 
attend the meeting, was unable present and sent only brief 
report; but that Massachusetts work proven the fact that 
between thirty and forty application papers from the Boston local com- 
mittee have been received during the past month. 

Mrs. Lounsbery, member the national committee and chair- 
man the West Virginia state and local committees, reports organization 
complete and the work enrolment begun. 

Miss Anna Greenlees, chairman the District Columbia com- 
mittee, reports eighty-four enrolled nurses the District; and that the 
Central Registry for Nurses, charge Miss Davis, has been 
appointed headquarters. 

Miss Margaret Pepoon, member the national committee, and 
charge the organization the south-west, reports progress Cali- 
fornia and Utah, and desire the part Arizona nurses form 
state association with the intention taking Red Cross work later. 

Tuesday evening most enjoyable reception was given Miss 
Boardman, and the nurses present had the opportunity meeting the 
President and receiving from him the assurance his deep interest 
our work. 

joint meeting delegates from state nurses’ associations and mem- 
bers the National Committee Red Cross Nursing Service was held 
Wednesday morning the State, War and Navy Building, Washington. 
Many valuable suggestions were made the delegates who had had prac- 
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tical experience the application the rules governing the nursing ser- 
vice the Red Cross. Several suggested changes were adopted and will 
published later full. was decided amend the rule concerning 
local committees that the appointment members from local Red 
Cross chapters need not obligatory, the organization local com- 
mittees has, many instances, been hampered delay securing 
two Red Cross members. 

Since some our nurses can relied upon only for organization 
work, and realizing the importance this, either time peace 
the event war, was resolved, That all nurses, members Red 
Cross committees, asked enrol, even though unable respond 
for active service.” 

When Manila the chairman the national committee, suggested 
public meeting which all nurses were invited attend, and urged upon 
them the necessity local organization. official report has yet 
been received, but she has been informed that they have effected 
organization with more than forty charter members. admitted 
membership our national society, this organization will take the 
enrolment Red Cross nurses the Philippines. 

Arrangements were also made wireless for meeting nurses 
Honolulu. Much interest nursing affairs was manifested and wish 
expressed unite with our great nursing organization and co-operate 
its activities. 

After leaving the Philippines the chairman the national committee 
spent some time Japan studying the conditions the Japanese Red 
Cross Nursing Service and visiting the Red Cross Hospital Tokio, 
where the majority Japanese Red Cross nurses are trained. 

The chairman the national committee wishes express her keen 
appreciation the splendid work done the various members com- 
mittees during her absence the Philippines carrying the details 
organization during the summer. 

are now entering upon the second year work more far-reaching 
its scope than any hitherto undertaken nurses. may sometimes 
differ details; sometimes find cause for discouragement, and some 
may even wonder all this effort worth while, but all the activities 
the Red Cross there will need womanly tenderness and skill. 
Shall nurses bear part? times the need for our service 
seems remote, let always remember: They also serve who only stand 
and wait.”

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THE ANNUAL MEETING AMERICAN RED CROSS 


sixth annual meeting the American Red Cross was held 
Continental Memorial Hall, Washington, (by courtesy Daughters 
the American Revolution), Tuesday, December 1910. 

Major-General George Davis, U.S.A., chairman the central 
committee, presided the general morning session. The first business 
was calling the roll the various chapters throughout the states, after 
which several interesting papers were read follows: 

First Aid Stations,” Mrs. Theodora North McLaughlin, 
secretary the District Columbia chapter. These stations are per- 
manently established points remote from hospital ambulance service 
the public parks where there telephone connection, large 
offices where there unusually large demand for first aid treatment, 
the Census Building, etc.

Aid Work Among the Police Cleveland,” Dr. George 
Crile, chairman the Cleveland chapter, described work far- 
reaching usefulness and peculiarly appropriate for the Red Cross time 
peace. 

“The Duties and Opportunities Institutional Member the 
Red Cross,” Sherman Kingsley, superintendent United Charities, 
Chicago, was read Mr. Bicknell, and showed the value concen- 
trated effort under the direction specially trained workers emergency 
relief work. 

The last paper the morning session was report the Christmas 
Seals, Mr. Charles Magee. This report made special mention 
the work the nurses the sale the seals. said part, Not- 
withstanding that few agents had slightly greater percentage sales, 
first place rightly belongs Portland, Oregon, the Visiting Nurses’ Asso- 
ciation that city having sold 913,586 stamps out 1,000,000. This 
agent also sold greater number the Red Cross souvenir postal cards 
than any other agent. Out 15,500 received this agent 14,150 
were sold.” 

general discussion the sale the seals followed. Mr. James 
Jenkins, Jr., delegate from the Brooklyn chapter, asked for information 
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regard the use the nurses’ uniform and the use the Red Cross 
brassard the stamp sale. Miss Boardman asked Miss Maxwell, 
New York City, and member the national committee nursing 
service, speak behalf the nurses. 

Miss Maxwell said that the Red Cross was anxious protect the 
emblem and unwilling have used promiscuously, our understanding 
being that the brassard has worn when under orders active 
service for war relief,” and that nurses had the same feeling about 
their uniform which they regarded the emblem their profession. 

Mrs. Charles Stevenson, delegate from New York State Nurses’ 
Association, moved that selling the seals shall asked wear 
white brassard bearing the tuberculosis cross.” This motion was not 
seconded, but aroused considerable discussion about the use the 
brassard. Mr. Forest said the Red Cross might prohibit the use 
its own insignia but with this exception would have authority direct 
other organizations what emblem they should use. delegate from 
Massachusetts said that she thought the more the Red Cross was used 
the better. Mrs. Stevenson mentioned incident the Hudson-Fulton 
Relief Work when hospital corps man, U.S. A., said that the army 
the wearing this arm badge was prohibited except time war. 
Miss Boardman stated that was true that time war the Red Cross 
could not use this brassard without permission from the army authorities, 
but that time peace the Red Cross could use whenever and wher- 
ever they saw fit. Judge Stockbridge, Maryland delegate, said that the 
use the Red Cross should restricted, the present time the 
general public was merely “advertising medium recommend 
everything from hairpins shoes, and all that went between,” but 
thought that the Red Cross stamps should not sold under the insignia 
other organizations. 

motion was then made Miss Boardman that the Red Cross should 
prohibit the use the Red Cross brassard the sale the Christmas 
seals. This motion was seconded and carried, with the understanding 
that agents selling the seals might make use the red cross other 
ways aid the sale. 

There was lengthy discussion the post-office regulations con- 
cerning the use the seal the front first-class mail, after which the 
meeting adjourned. 

Luncheon was served the building and the general afternoon session 
was called order 2.15 Mr. Forest, vice-president the 
Red Cross. 

The roll the Board Incorporators was read, after which the regu- 
lar order business was suspended and the election officers and 
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the board trustees took place follows: President Taft, president; 
Robert Forest, vice-president; Charles Magee, secretary; 
Piatt Andrew, assistant secretary the treasury, treasurer; and Frederic 
Lehmann, St. Louis, whose nomination solicitor-general went 
the Senate, December 6th, counsellor. The trustees elected are Secre- 
tary the Treasury MacVeagh, Assistant Secretary the Treasury 
Andrew, Secretary the President Charles Norton, Jacob Schiff, 
Charles Glover, Henry Higginson, Davidson, Cyrus 
Cormick, and Charles Bell. 

this point President Taft, accompanied Capt. Butt, entered the 
hall and took the chair. 

The reports officers followed. Major-General Davis read detailed 
report the work the central committee for the past year, which was 
followed the report the treasurer, Mr. Charles Norton. 

President Taft then made brief address which expressed his 
“hearty and sincere congratulations the progress that the Red Cross 
has made.” Speaking the need large endowment fund, President 
Taft said, opportunity give quickly and the first the 
ground what makes this association more useful than any other, not 
only the United States, but everywhere this round globe.” 

The report the War Relief Board was given Brig.-Gen. 
Torney. Major Charles Lynch read the report the committee first 
aid. Miss Jane Delano read the report the committee nursing 
service. 

The report the National Relief Board was given Mr. 
Bicknell, the national director. His report covered relief work the 
Cherry, mine disaster; Mulga, Ala., mine disaster; Palos, Ala., mine 
forest fires Idaho, Montana, and forest fires Min- 
nesota. There has been call for Red Cross nursing service con- 
nection with this relief work. 

Minister Calvo, Costa Rica, delivered the thanks and gratitude 
his country the Red Cross for relief work done there during the year. 

The work the International Relief Board was reviewed Assistant 
Secretary the Navy Beekman Winthrop, accounts being given the 
work done Bluefields, Nicaragua, and America. 

Miss Boardman then offered resolutions concerning the death 
Henri Dunant, the founder the Red Cross, and Moynier, from 
its organization 1864 president the International Red Cross Com- 
mittee Geneva. 

Miss Maxwell then offered the resolution following concerning 
the death Miss Florence Nightingale, whose work the Crimea was 

the first inspiration for the Red Cross. The meeting then adjourned. 
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the evening delightful reception was held the home Miss 
Mabel Boardman. President Taft attended, accompanied Captain 
Butt; Justice Hughes, Assistant Secretary the Navy Beekman Win- 
throp, and Major Charles Lynch were among those present. 

The following members the National Committee Red Cross 
Nursing Service were present both sessions the annual meeting: 
Miss Delano, Miss Nevins, Miss Maxwell, and Mrs. Tice. 

Article the By-laws the Red Cross recognizes members 
the board incorporators (see Sec. the delegates state and terri- 
torial societies nurses the annual meeting.

While 
there one morning man came say that messenger had come from 
heathen village some distance away ask for medicine for sick 
woman. After some questioning, learned that the woman had given 
birth still-born child four days before, and the placenta was still 
retained. told the man there was medicine send, but they 
would find carriers would go. Our usual mode conveyance here 
tepoia, which hammock swung pole and carried two 
men. got together what had with the way necessary articles 
and started. After two hours rapid travelling—rapid for us— 
arrived. cannot picture you the dirt and filth that kitchen. 
was first experience with raw heathen people, and recollections 
Chicago Ghetto dirt faded immediately. had wondered the 
dead baby would still attached the cord but was not. The room 
was full women. turned out all but three. tried express the 
placenta, but without avail. There was nothing left, apparently, but 
take manually. scrubbed her and myself best could and 
proceeded, wondering all the time were doing something very wrong. 
The odor was dreadful and took all efforts keep from vomiting. 
The placenta came away little pieces, and was not sure had 
gotten all it. When had finished the woman sat the fire and 
said she felt better than she had for the last four days. told them 
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send some one for medicine the next day and report her condition, 
but one came. learned later, however, that she was well and around 
again. 

very up-hill work with the natives here, times feel that 
the responsibility more than can possibly bear; but this last year 
have learned that God never increases the burden without increasing 
the strength bear it. One cannot depend the natives doing any- 
thing they are told.

TUBERCULOSIS THE PHILIPPINES 


Miss the General Hospital Manila, has sent the fol- 
lowing interesting cutting the tuberculosis problem: 

Dr. Heiser the bureau health, address recently published, 
discusses what calls some the unsolved health problems the 
Philippines. One the most interesting sections that address deals 
with tuberculosis the problem presented those who would combat 
its ravages among the people the Islands. Dr. Heiser says: 

Tuberculosis another our problems. estimate that 
claims many victims other portions the globe, and will 
require the same activity here elsewhere hold check. The 
introduction out-patient tuberculosis dispensaries, the construction 
shacks the mountains, the opening night camps near Manila, 
arrangement for the hospitalization the helpless sick, and prophylactic 
instruction the public school, the usual methods fact that are 
employed elsewhere, are now under way here; but the tuberculosis 
problem has its peculiar and complicating features the Philippines, 
namely, the unsuitable dietary the people, their peculiar superstitions 
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concerning the contraction the disease, their almost unshakable fear 
night air poisonous thing fear which has kept their houses 
tightly closed night for generations past), their habit chewing 
betel nut, which has made the custom expectorating public and 
private universal and sometimes fear incurable habit. Added 
this their utter resignation the disease thing incurable and 
inevitable. Therefore, not only have the ordinary preventive and 
curative measures against tuberculosis organize and enforce, but 
must devise ways cooking and preparing native products into 
suitably nourishing and popular dietary, and then educate the masses 
not only the ways adopting these reforms, but also earnest 
desire for them. They will have first cured their superstitions, 
which great task converting them new religion; houses 
will have opened night, betel nut chewing gradually abolished, 
and then gigantic antispitting crusade begun, and, last all, comes 
the Herculean task rousing them out their inertia and convincing 
them that not only tuberculosis curable, but that they are responsible 
for the spread the disease and able themselves accomplish the

DELIGHTFUL letter has come from Miss Survo, Tokio. She and 
Miss Hagiwara have been gathering material for the third volume 
Nursing History.”

your town investing the American to-morrow? Stop for 
one moment and think. recall everything being done your city 
insure safe place rear your baby. you have baby, what 
about your neighbor’s baby? Are you practising 

The greatest asset for any man city good health, and this can 
only secured removing everything which does not promote good 
sanitation. When town has been able reduce its death-rate, has 
made step along the right lines. ten people per thousand died 
your town last year typhoid and you have been able bring that 
number down seven per thousand this year, you have done much. And 
has occurred you that your life may one the three saved? 
Has also occurred you how much you may have saved doctors’ 
and nurses’ fees and druggists’ bills, proper city building you 
have been saved from contracting some one the diseases caused 
poor sanitation 

Think and then ask yourself your town investing the 
American to-morrow. Ask yourself you can afford, citizen 
that town, have known that its death-rate high, that tuberculosis 
exists, that its children are pale, underfed, undersized, and show signs 
bad beginning. This bad beginning may due the fact that 
the mother was starved and the child came into the world handicapped 
may due privy the back yard and the child may have inhaled 
foul air and suffering from mephitis; may due unven- 
tilated home and the child may have inhaled the germs tuberculosis 
may due impure water, impure milk, drunken diseased 
father; may due uncleanliness all kinds; and you, who are 
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taxed maintain schools, are educating child and expending large 
amounts money maintain school system, which you are proud, 
only have that child die the time will most use the 
community. 

Begin the bottom. Look into the sanitation your town and see 
everything readiness for the future American. Don’t waste 
money, begin the beginning, and every dollar spent educating 
strong, healthy Americans will come back two-fold healthy men and 
women and better generation Americans. Until that thing can 
done, must take hold the child comes us, and must fit 
him for better citizenship making him clean, healthy American. 

can this establishing playgrounds, public baths, recreation 
centres, medical inspection the schools, personal, home, child, and 
school hygiene, schools for mothers (prenatal and postnatal), milk inspec- 
tion, baby welfare work, and many other ways, and when you figure 
the cost and you realize the great saving lives, you will feel you 
have indeed received big dividends your investment. 

How begin? Get your good citizens aroused and interested. Put 
them the proposition and put business way. Ask them 
take stock this new American enterprise. Let each man invest 
feels can, then secure worker, and here where you must 
most exacting. Everything depends upon the executive head your 
company, and these workers are scarce and the demand great. 

The first requisite graduate nurse, one who comes from school 
(connected with general hospital) where the requirements are high and 
where the training broad and thorough. You require woman 
education and culture, for the cultured mind the result develop- 
ment, training, strengthening, and refining the mental, moral, and 
physical powers. addition the nurse’s training, your manager must 
have had training social welfare work. She must alive all new 
ideas and all new work taken up. 

Your worker must business woman, for she has not made 
success her life she cannot make success your business. Just 
being graduate nurse not enough. She may give baths perfection. 
She may know the many things essential good nurse, but she lacks 
training along the line which most important, and that the recon- 
struction the homes and the lives the poor. 

Your manager must sanitarian, humanitarian, graduate 
nurse, social welfare worker, domestic science teacher, one who does 
not shun from personal contact, where every impulse toward friend- 
liness, desire help, and with longing build and educate 
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that the cause present trouble may not repeated. fact, you need 
some one with efficiency handle every emergency which may arise. 

Again ask, your town investing the American to-morrow? 
During the last ten years over three million babies, under one year 
age, have died the United States. How many have died your town? 
And not only the babies who have died, but what about the little 
ones who live and after life develop tuberculosis and die because 
the sickness they had contracted babies? million babies ten 
years annual death-rate three hundred thousand! you 
realize what that means America? 

speak race suicide. Our race suicide comes the slaughter 
the innocents, for these babies need not die. many places where 
preventive work has been introduced, the death-rate has been cut half. 
For many, many years baby’s death was rated due the hand 
Providence. To-day place the blame where due, and that 
the door social, economic moral conditions.

“KLONDIKE” BED 


OUTDOOR SLEEPING DURING WINTER THE EDWARD SANATORIUM, 
NAPERVILLE, ILL.

Arranging the Bed.—1. Sew layer building paper the 
springs and over strong piece unbleached muslin canvas. This 
not only prevents the cold from coming underneath, but also keeps 
the paper place. 

Place unbleached muslin cover over the mattress and pad 
the top it; then cover with white cotton sheet, tucking 
head and sides. 

Cover three-fourths the bed, lengthwise, with heavy woollen 
blanket, with part extending over one side. Put another one 
like manner the other side the bed. Place pillow the head. 

Place double flannelette sheet, five and one-half six yards 
length, over the bed, with the closed end the foot. Fold over the sides 
this sheet (allowing enough room sleep between) and let the under 
part the sheet extend over and around the pillow. 
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Fold over the flaps the two blankets and tuck the upper one. 

Place one two double blankets over all, tucking well the 
sides and foot the bed. Fold back the upper part the flannelette 
sheet over the blankets. 

Place khaki canvas cover over the entire bed. 

get into this bed necessary slide the top. The lower 
part the blanket sheet may drawn over the head and shoulders 
while the upper part may tucked under the chin, that only the face 
exposed. 

II. Dress for Outdoor Sleeping During the Winter.—1. Put 
suit underwear that fits comfortably; this may either wool 
fleece-lined. Over this additional larger suit woollen underwear 
may worn necessary. 

Wear heavy pair wool socks; over these lamb’s wool bed-shoes 
lumberman’s socks. The bed-shoes are made lamb skin and are 
laced like shoes. 

heavy flannelette nightgown suit pajamas comes next. 
Pajamas are better, they fit more comfortably. This especially 
true when the patient must slide into the bed, starting the head and 
going down feet first. 

the blanket sheet the Klondike not sufficient pro- 
tection for the head, flannelette cap that fits over the forehead and 
under the chin worn. One with shoulder cape desirable. 

extreme weather more underwear may worn. The bed may 
warmed soap stone hot water can (one that holds gallon 
water will retain its heat all night, even the coldest weather). 
heavy eiderdown robe must worn and from the dressing room.

Hunger not the expression need 
the body for repair its waste, but shows the degree active 
intoxication the digestive system. incontestable proof this 
that cleansing the digestive tract, especially repeated cleansing, causes 
the disappearances hunger instead increase. corollary, 
one must cease limit the food simple compensation 
the waste the body, for first all serves the purpose absorbing 
and neutralizing the toxic products which are produced the alimentary 
only then that performs its second which repair 
the waste the body. There absolutely danger remaining 
deprived food for several weeks provided care taken relieve the 
digestive tract waste products and poisons which are daily formed 
there. When death occurs after only several days weeks starvation, 
not brought about, some think, the fact that the waste 
the body has not been replaced, but the result the excess toxins 
which have accumulated and have not been excreted. Purgation,

REPORT THE INSPECTOR TRAINING SCHOOLS 
NEW YORK STATE 


ANNIE GOODRICH, R.N. 


HAVE been asked present the Annual Report the Inspector 
Nurse Training Schools. you know have only recently assumed 
duties, fact have only been new post since the 26th 
September. have not yet had the pleasure inspecting one regis- 
tered school, and the annual reports have only been hands since 
last Monday; therefore beg you lenient with report 
both meagre and incomplete. shall hope take more your time 
next year. 

When made out the report for Bellevue, protested most vehemently 
against the detailed information demanded this year the state. To-day 
more grateful than can express predecessor for making 
possible know much about the schools without visiting them. Not 
only are these records needed for constant reference, but for the history 
the growth and progress our work they are invaluable, and made 
out the officials the schools these statistics are far more accurate 
and complete than any that can gathered inspector hurried 
visit. regret say that the 123 registered schools have not sent 
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their reports, but the Department has recently notified them their 
omission and hope that later shall possession more com- 
plete statistics. The total number patients reported these 100 
schools from whom have heard about 30,500; the total number 
pupils 3,383, and 1,008 have received diplomas. reports show 
increase almost 300 the number pupils the past year. But 
while statistics concerning the increase the number patients and 
the number pupils interesting and encouraging evidence 
the appreciation the public the need the community for the 
hospital and the nurse, they are not vitally important those 
that bear directly the progress and development the schools. What 
definite evidence have we, ask, higher standard than last year? 
Our most important information comes from the Examinations Division. 
The number who have entered for examination, the number who have 
failed, and the subjects they have failed in. This report has been made 
you the chairman the Examining Board, but these comparative 
statistics may interest you. 1909: Entered, 628; passed, 569. 
1910: Entered, 649; passed, 605. 

Secondly, turn the schools ask what cognizance they take 
registration. the superintendent principal the school regis- 
tered? Does the graduating class whole for examination, 
what proportion? Sixty-nine report the number pupils that have 
entered for examination; virtually the whole class; schools 
per cent.; the most encouraging report believe that has yet been 
made.

How many have ensured each probationer thor- 
ough instruction nursing procedures establishing preliminary 
course? 1905 information was obtained from 250 schools throughout 
the United States concerning the number assistants; 44, about 
per cent., reported that they had none, these were schools con- 
nected with hospitals having over 100 beds. Only our schools 
to-day report none, many report several, and least per cent. are 
registered nurses.

but honor them for the unselfish effort, they are making prepare 
themselves fill some position. Says some Commissioner Education 
(pleading for their better preparation): need qualified teachers 
the schools, that the essential theory may taught with minimum 
waste time.” any schools exist where this need would greater 
than these unique schools ours? Wherever come contact with 
Boards Managers public spirited members the community, 
should try make them appreciate the fact that good nurse does 
not necessarily mean good executive good instructor, and 
perhaps induce them make possible for some pupils the schools 
which they are interested further fit themselves. owe these 
efforts the beloved women who fought for what have attained, 
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who are longer with us, Miss Allerton, whom greatly owe our 
recognition the state, and Mrs. Robb, who never rested until she 
secured firm foothold for Columbia University. owe them 
the splendid women who have worked long for and with us, Miss 
Palmer, our legal adviser, our historian, our teacher the broadest 
sense the word; Miss Dock, who has united our nurse sisters 
throughout the world; Miss Damer, who president the Associated 
for many years, worked for every state; Miss Alline, 
our pioneer instructor the college and inspector the state, whom 
owe great debt, patiently, courageously, and alone establishing 
under difficulties which have never heard and never will hear 
from her; Miss who has once more placed the yoke upon her 
shoulders, and many others. But above all and because all that has

The patient first given soapsuds enema and the bowels well 
evacuated. The hair then clipped short over entire vulva. She should 
have entire bath with plenty soap. shower sponge bath 
best, owing the tendency the water get into the vagina during 
tub bath. Particular attention given the part the body between 
the ensiform process and the knees, especially the genitals. All smegma 
should removed from the clitoris. body between the ensiform 
process and the knees sponged with antiseptic solution, bichloride 
lysol, and sterile vulva pads applied. The patient may now put 
clean underclothing and loose wrapper and around the room. 
Her hair braided two braids and her nails cleansed. She 
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cautioned about any way touching the parts and she under 
circumstances permitted the toilet, but should have 
commode slop jar that has been sterilized. She will probably void 
urine frequently, not she must catheterized. 

Lightening; feeling and tenderness breasts; the 
woman can breathe much better, but cannot walk pains beginning 
back, first not very severe, but becoming harder and more regular, 
gradually moving from the back around front abdomen and some- 
times down legs. Pains become regular; about half hour apart, 
there thick slightly bloody discharge from vagina, the show. Pains 
become closer together and harder. Often there nausea and vomiting. 
Sometimes there rupture the membranes and escape amniotic 
fluid very early. 

Puerperal infection caused the entrance micro-organism 
from without into the genital tract. may caused from lack 
aseptic precautions part either doctor nurse, the patient not 
warned might infect herself. The doctor’s hands may not have been 
thoroughly disinfected when making examination, might have 
attended pus case septic case some kind before coming the 
lying-in room. The nurse might not have seen that all instruments were 
thoroughly disinfected, the genitals the woman aseptic con- 
dition. All linens, pads, and everything coming contact with the 
patient must sterilized. The patient must repeatedly warned about 
bringing her hands contact with her genitals. The nurse should not 
have attended septic case any kind for least week before the 
confinement, and then she must have disinfected her person and her 
hair. The patient must not room which has been occupied 
any one having contagious disease, any suppurating wound. 

Place patient bedpan containing warm water, and leave room; 
let water run faucet; pour warm sterile water over vulva; apply heat 
region bladder; make gentle pressure with hand over bladder 
gently massage; give hot enema; catheterize. The patient should void 
urine catheterized least hours after the delivery the pres- 
sure full bladder may set inflammatory processes. 

Grasp the fundus and knead well, having instructed some member 
the family call the doctor immediately. Elevate the foot the bed. 
Give fluidextract ergot, ergotole, ergotine, hypodermically. Give 
hot douche. this time the hemorrhage not controlled, pack the 
vagina tightly with sterile gauze. 

good breast binder made cut all one piece with straps 
over the shoulder. 
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The patient lies her back and the binder slipped under. piece 
sterile cotton put between the breasts. The nurse, after covering the 
nipples with sterile gauze, places her hand under the outer side one 
breast and gently pushes that will about normal position. 
She then pulls the binder snugly and instructs the woman how 
place her hand hold position while she prepares the other. The 
other breast supported position and the binder pinned snugly down 
the front. The shoulder straps are now pinned and darts taken the 
sides support the breasts, the same time giving ample room. Some- 
times necessary put strip cotton under each arm for the 
comfort the patient. 

Mastitis caused infection from without entering the gland 
through the nipple. The patient has chill and elevation tem- 
perature. The breast becomes swollen and exquisitely tender and 
preventive measures are not taken immediately may suppura- 
tion. The breasts should never handled any way except with sterile 
hands. The patient must warned about ever touching her nipples. 
The nipples should cleansed with antiseptic solution before and 
after the baby nurses, and piece sterile gauze always kept over them 
between nursing. Any abrasion the nipples must watched for and 
the proper curative measures instituted. 

Take plenty exercise and fresh air. Eat plenty nourishing 
food but abstain from too much meat. Bathe frequently; have urine 
examined regular intervals, keep bowels moving freely. Aim lead 
sane, natural life with plenty good food, fresh air, and exercise. Try 
keep cheerful possible. not wear corset, but bothered 
weight abdomen and breasts some good support may worn. Have 
clothing supported from shoulders rather than from waist. not wear 
any clothing that will tend interfere with the circulation any part 
body. Bathe breasts carefully warm soapsuds for last month and 
apply soothing lotion nipples. Nipples may gently drawn out but 
this must stopped immediately there any tendency bring 
pains. 
When drying the milk compression binder should applied 
tightly, wrapping each breast separately strips cotton and 
pinning binder tight can borne patient. Restrict all fluids 
from diet, allowing what water the patient must have. Often this 
all the treatment necessary, but sometimes the doctor will order the 
breasts massaged once twice day with cocoa butter, camphorated 
oil, something the kind, enough milk drawn out relieve the 
patient, camphor applied, and the binder again applied tightly.
